' border was described yesterday by Mr. 
P. 8. Doyle, T.D., chairman of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance, as a matter for public 
inquiry. The Board was discussing the we 
cost of living in the Free State and the 
added burden on the poor that any further 
increase in the price of bread would mean. 

_ The matter arose on the weekly report of 
the relief supérviso’s 

Dr. Hannigan, T.D., referred to the in- 
crease in the price of bread, and said that 
there was every likelihood that in the near 
future there would be »a similar increase in 
Dublin. In view of the already high cost of 
living he thought that steps should be taken 
to increase the amounts of outdoor relief in 
order to cope with any increase in the price 
of an essential food commodity. The Board 
should get in touch with its solicitor, he sug> 
gested, and find out whether they would be 
within the law in sanctioning an all-round 
increase in these allowances. The outdoor 
relief payments should, he thought, bear a 
much more definite relation to the cost of 
living. He would like to see the allowances 
a ag according to a sliding scale. 

r. J. J. Conway, relief supervisor, said 
that the Board could not in law give a general 
increase, as suggested. 

Councillor R. Blake—I am sure that every 
member of the Board sympathises with the 
plight of the poor, and I am sure that the 
relief supervisors will leave nobody in want. 

_ Dr. Hannigan said that sympathy would 
in no way make up for an increase in the cost 
of living. If the price of bread was increased, 
as it was almost certain to be, it would mean 
a very grave hardship for the poor of Dublin. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D.) said 
that he ‘himself had meant to raise this | 
matter, but had deferred it until bread prices. 
in Dublin actually had increased. The ex- 
cessive price of flour in this country, as com- 
pared with that across the border, was a 
matter for public inquiry. He pointed out, 
however, that from time to time similar re- 
quests for consultation. with the solicitor had 
been made on the matter of increased allow- 
ances by members of the Board. The ruling 
had been that the Board could not make the 
all-round increase that’ were desired. The 
cost of living was growing higher and higher, 
and the people were gradually becoming 
poorer, but the responsibility should be 
placed on the proper sbuuhdens. 

Councillor O'Hara asked whether the cost 
of relief had increased in conjunction with. 
the increase in the cost of living. 

The Relief Supervisor replied that it had in 
every case,

Justice Gavan Duffy, an application was 
made by Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., with

Mr. McCarthy said that McSweeny 
obtained a decree for the amount named 
against O'Callaghan and his wife in October, 
1936, and payment of the debt and costs by 
instalments was ordered by the District 
Justice.

The Dominion Department of Mines and 
Resources is one of the most modest (iovern- 
ment offices, but it has broken silence by 
issuing an account of what it has done to 
help the mining industry, salving its con- 
science by telling two years afterwards in a 
‘Report on Ore Dressing and Metallurgy, 
July to December 1935.' It tells of seventy- 
six major investigations completed during 
that halt. vost, forty-six of which were con- 
cerned with gold. Tests were made on ores 
and mill a as from almost every mineral 
producing province, 

As a result of the exploration surveys 
seventeen milling plants have been erected. 
Three companies which have changed their 
old method over those recommended by the 
Department are now showing a higher re- 
covery of metal. 

In hendite the steadily increasing number 
of requests for testa and investigative worx 
the Department's metallurgists have been 
greatly aided by the readiness with which the 
character of the ores can be determined 
through microscopic and spectroscopic 
examinations in the up-to-daté minera- 
graphis laboratory. Such examinations are 
particularly useful in determining the fineness 
of grinding necesary to free the valuable 
metal from the associated minerals, and in 
other respects they are a valuable guide to 
future test work. 


FLOATING RADIO STATION 
——¢—_— 


A powerful radio station is being designed 
and constructed for the giant icebreaker, 
Joseph Stalin (the largest icebreaker in the 
world), soon to be launched by the Baltic 
Orjonikidze Shipyards. The icebreaker will 
be a veritable Boating radio centre. In 
power of radio a she will surpass 
any of the vessels of the Soviet civil fleet. 
She will have a short-wave radio transmitter 
of 1 xilowatt capacity for long-distance com- 
munications, which will enable her to main- 
tain direct communication with Moscow and 
any of the polar centres from any point of 
fhe Northern Sea Route. A second long-wave 
transmitter of 2 kilowatt capacity will be in- 
stalled for the purposes of the meteorologi- 
cal service, and for communication with 
ships sailing the Northern Sea Route. By 
means of this transmitter: the Joseph Stalin 
will be ablé to maintain telephonic com- 
munications with the stations of the North- 
ern Sea Route and through them with other 
centres of the Union. The icebreaker will 
carry a third distress transmitter of small 
capacity for communication with the nearest 
ports and coastal stations in the event of 
mishap, also to be used for communications 
with the caravan of vessels for which she 
may be acting as convoy. A special re- 
ceiving and transmitting station will be pro- 
vided for use by expeditions. It will be

‘Breakages, Limited 


One of Mr. Bernard Shaw’s serious 
jokes in his play, “The Apple Cart,”’ 
referred to an organisation known as 
“ Breakages, Limited.” The London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company 
have taken the sting out of the gibe by 
introducing a new type of wagon, whic 
will actually reduce the breakages. in 
transit. by half. 

How great a boon the introduction of 
this wagon will be to all who have to send 
fragile goods by rail will be realised when 
it is said that large factories have to keep 
a special clerk é the preparation of 
claims upon the railways. If this new 
wagon does all that is claimed for it the 
duties of these officials will be greatly 
lightened and the days of business people 
made considerably more cheerful. 

The wagon has not been designed to 
reduce the shocks of aecidents; they have 
been designed to reduce, or absorb, the 
shocks which occur in ordinary goods 
traffic. They will be especially useful in 
the transport of heavy fragile goods which 
do not permit of the use of expensive 
packing. It is not expected that the use 
of the new wagon will eliminate breakages 
entirely, but its «se should make it 
possible to take more lightly the 
‘* owner’s risk ” clause. In due time the 
new wagon «will bly also be used on 
Irish ‘railways; the L.M.S. Railway is 
the pioncer in its use.

Her Majesty's Speech (Parliament had 
been opened the previous day) will give deep 
satisfaction to almost every class of her 
subjects, A ‘‘ strict and impartial neutrality”’ 
is announced te be the policy of 
England, and the preservation of peace 
with h belligerents Her Majesty's 
hope. The extraordinary activity in 
our dockyards, described as a “ pre- 
cautionary measure of defensive policy,” 
and the absence of all allusion to an increase 
in our land forces proves that even the pre- 
cautionary measures taken imply no serious 
apprehension of an attack. So far the speech 
may be summed up as a declaration of 
‘‘armed neutrality,”’ the expression used by 
Lord Derby in his speech at the Mansion 
House; but the substitution of Lord John 
Russell’s adjectives, “ strict and impartial’”’ 
for the terms to which he objected must 
satisfy the statesmen that on the question of 
war and p see there is no difference between 
Lord Derby and himself. Diplomatic inter- 
course with the Court of Naples has been 
resumed, it appears. in concert with the 
Emperor of the French, so that the charges 
against Lord Malmesbury of his having 
stolen a march on his Corsican ally falls to 
the ground, . .. Perhaps the best way to 
a get the merits of this speech is to con- 
sider the parties whom it will excessively 
disoblige. The smaller German States will 
receive it with unmixed disgust. It is a wet 
blanket to their martial ardour, and compels 
them to recognise the disagreeable fact that 
if they indulge in a war with France, they 
must do it at their own expense. All the beer 
and metaphysics of fatherland cannot cloud 
their perception of the simple truth that 
England approves of the expulsion of the 
Austrians from Italy, and does not appre- 
hend danger from Louis Napolean. Austria 
will, no doubt, be deeply disappointed to find 
that the treaties of Vienna are thought as 
little of now as they were when the Free 
State Cracow was abolished by her and 
her despotic confederates; and that in all 
Europe and America there is not a single 
Power that will help her in her unnatural 
effort to keep a higher race under the yoke of 
an assemblage of lower and coarser ones. Her 
Majesty’s speech will displease, perhaps, a 
few antiquated statesmen at home; politicians 
who dream that the England of 1859 is the 
England of 1815, and whose conceptions of 
the balance of power have never advanced 


beyond those of Sidmiouth and Castlereagh.

This sheet (which, by the way, must not be 
confused with Esdall’s News-Letter of a 
later date) was printed by Joseph Rav, on 
College Green, and published by Robert 
Thornton, a bookseller, at the sign of the 
‘‘ Leather Bottle’’ in Skinners’ row (now 
(Christchurch place), Thornton’s little paper 
really was a news - letter—a single leaf small 
foilo, double printed in correspondence form, 
and beginning with the editorial “Sir,” 

bert Thornton, who was considered to 
be “a man good enough for a _ primitive 
Christian” in tha reign of James I1., must 
have adapted his political bent (if he had 
any’) to altered conditions, because 
William III, appointed him the first King a 
Stationer in Dublin. Such a man would, of 
course, be “good. enough '” to be entrusted 
with the dissemination of news, which, for all 
that, had to be submitted to a drastic censor- 
ship by the Clerk of the Privy Council. 


PUE’S OCCURRENCES 


i 


Pue's Occurrences was conducted for more 
than fifty years by Richard Pue, the pro- 
rietor of ‘‘Dick’s’’ Coffee House in 

‘inners’ row, and for a further forty years 
by his successors. Established as a strictly 
Tory party journal, it devoted part of its 
space to social affairs of the city, and the 
early examples of what now we classify as 


i coa pom tSr are amusing :— 


. Thomas Stewart. of Newry, 
Bookseller, was married te Miss Polly Watson. 
daughter of John Watson (the proprietor of 
the Dublin Almanac), Bookseller, on the 
Merchants’ Quay.

There was but little appreciation of news 
values.in those early days of journalism, and 
events hich nowadays seem to have.been of 

t importance were recorded in a few 
ines: what a big news story, for instance, 
was compressed into the bare announcement 
that ““On Thursday last the famous flying 
man (whoever he may have been!) flew twice 
from the top of King’s John’s Castle, in 
Thomas street, to a post fixed in Meath 
street.” Nothing is said about the méins of 
flight employed, nor is the pioneer aeronantist 
mention mame; but we are told that he 
performed the feats in a very surprising and 
extraordinary manner, and that sounded 
a trumpet as he was coming down, This 
brevity in epertins was governed by meee 
economy : ““Pue™ grew from a quarto sheet 
to large folio, and even wntil well into the 
uineteenth century no newapaper exceeded 
four 8. 

Sometimes those early sheets contained 
mistakes, seemingly unimportant at the time, 
which, however, have led subsequent 
historians and writers astray; and it was 
Faulkner's Dublin Journal which, by an error 
in location originated the tradition that 
Dean Swift was born in Hoeéy’s court. 


““ FAULKNER'S " AND 


- SAUNDERS'’S '' 


Faulkner’s Dublin Journal, also first pro 
duced in Skinners’ row—that home of 
publishers and goldsmiths—ran concurrently 
with Pue for three-quarters of a century, It 
appeared regularly from 1724 till 1825. 
Originally issued twice, and afterwards 
thrice, weekly, it was the first of the haif- 
penny newspapers. 

George Faulkner, who had _ succeeded 
Harding as Swift’s printer, and was 
accounted by the Dean to be “a great under- 
taker, perhaps too great a one,” conducted 
the Journal until his death in 1775, after 
when, says Gilbert, it maintained a drowsy 
existence until it became a violent Govern- 
ment partisan paper. | 

Another contemporary of Faulkner's Dublin 
Journal, and one which ran into the later halt 
of the nineteenth century, was the News 
Letter, founded by James Esdall in 1749, 
afterwards known as Saunders’s News Letter. 
It sold for one penny, and was issued on 
alternate days until 1777, after when it be- 
came á “daily,” and its size was increased 
from twelve to sixteen columns. 

The conductors and staffs of these rival 
papers often were involved in serious 
troubles—especially after the death of 
Faulkner, who had been brought before the 
bar of the House of Lords for having pub-

‘THE ** FREEMAN'S JOU “i 


An eighteenth century newspaper which 
“Hhwed” until our own times was the 
Freeman's Journal, founded, with the pre- 
fixed title, The. Public Register, in 1768. 
Established by a body who styled themselves 
“The Committee for Conducting the Free 
Press,” it appeared as four three-columned 
pages, and was priced one penny. One of 
its founders was Dr. Charles Lucas, and its 
first editor was Henry Brooke, author of 
‘The Fool of Quality.” 

After the completion of their first volume 
of the Freeman, which was published at 
Henry street and William street, the ‘‘ Com- 
mittee ' set up their own press in the old 
Hall of Tanners’, over St. Audoen’s Arch, 
and there, in 1769, they enlarged the paper 
to four-columned pages and issued it thrice, 
instead of twice, weekly. Subsequently it 
became a daily publication. 

The advent of the new journal 
heralded by a satirical rhymster :— 
‘Ye Nine, assist me to describe 
That low, malicious, motley tribe; 

That Puritamic, vile Committee ; 

The pest and scandal of our city. 

Wretches, who, wholly void of letters, 

Commence? reformers of their betters, 

And, unrestrained by sense or reason, 

Improve licentiousness to treason.”’ 


Yet, despite—or probably becanse of— 
many bitter attacks, the /reeman, gia, 
up a high literrag standard, flourished unt 
it became the property of the notorious 
James Higgins, the ‘‘Sham Squire,” and it 
regained its position only after another 
change of ownership. 

Many otner newspapers, too numerous to 
mention here, appeared in the eighteenth 
century, served their several causes until 
they were lost or won, and disappeared. Few 
of them added anything beneficial to Journa- 
lism or Press publication. 


1%h CENTURY PAPERS 


Three jointly-owned journals, with wide 
influence in two centuries, were Táe Warder, 
a weekly, first published in capes street ; the 
Dublin Daily Express, the Dublin 
Evening Mail. (The disposal of the title of 
the Daily Hxpress, some years back, mus} 
have prompted the author of a recently issued 
book to conceive a grave error with regard 
to our robust contemporary, the Dublin 
Evening Mail.) 

The Dublin Penny Journal, too, is worthy 
of notice. Althongh classified as a weekly 
magazine, mainly devoted to antiquarian and 
historical subjects, and folk tales, it was a 
yioneer in illustrating descriptive articles and 
big news stories, like the opening of the 
Dublin and Kingstown Railway; and its 
wood-cuts are the only pictorial records we 
have of some important events which occurred 
during the few years of its existence. 

In 1833 the owners of the Penny Journal 
set up a steam machine—the first of its sort 
in Ireland—for the printing of their paper; 
and, when recording the innovation, the 
Editor informed his réaders that, although 
the typographical staff were prejudiced 
against it, it was but justice to say that 
never at any time was there the slightest 
attempt to injure the machine or prevent its 
working. | 


“THE IRISH TIMES” 


The /rish Times, printed for the proprietor, 
James Duggan, at No. 15 Trinity street, was 
issued intermittently from 1823 till 1825. It 
was priced at 5d. A copy dated 10th March, 
1824, reports the sentence ot death passed 
upon two prisoners for robbery at Ennis, and 
the transportation of another for man- 
slaughter. The result of the latter case “gave 
great satisfaction to a crowded court.” 

The Irish Times and Daily Advertiser, 
founded by Laurence E. Knox in 1858, was 
first published at No. 4 Lower Abbey -treet. 
Its form was four pages of six columna, 
and the price one penny. It specialised in 
foreign news, and its early leading articles 
were devoted to such subiects as the 
quarrel between Victor Emanuel and the 
Pope, and the probable regrouping of 
nations—a closer alliance between France and 
Russia—-in the aftermath of the Crimean 
war. There were several references to the 
‘*Garibaldi Volunteers.’’ 

Within twelve months the /rish Times was 
established firmly, and the management was 
able to announce that its circulation during 
six months of 1860 had been increased by 
about twenty-five per cent. 

There were not, of course, any a 
rotary presses in those days, news filtered in 
slowly, and publication was spread over “the 
round of the clock.” Probably as a tribute 
to human endurance the Editor informed his 
readers that ‘‘ publication of the Irish Times 
commenced on Saturday morning at 4 o'clock 
a.m., and terminated at hal nine; the 
publication of the Second Edition commenced 
at noon, and the Third Edition at 4 o'clock 

.m.””

The British Way 


To interrupt an Englishman's salmon 


| fishing during the early autumn is a 


social blunder of the first magnitude ; 
when that Englishman happens to be the 
Prime Minister it is evident that some- 
1 prea really important is afoot. Yesterday 
morning Mr. Neville Chamberlain, having 
‘come down from the remote North of 
Scotland, met Mr. 
Viscount Halifax, who has been deputising 
for the Foreign Secretary, and spent the 
whole day in urgent conversations with 
his colleagues. Mr. Eden had interrupted 
a holiday in Hampshire in order to meet 
the Prime Minister, andjit is understood 
that during his short stay in London Mr. 
Chamberlain and his colleagues went over 
every aspect of the international] situation, 
with particular reference to the war in 
China and the recent attacks on British 
merchantmen in the Mediterranean. Sir 
Robert Vansittart took part in the discus- 
sions, and although it would be premature 
to say that far-reaching decisions were 
reached, there is small doubt that Messrs. 
Chamberlain and Eden agreed upon the 
steps to be taken by Great Britain in any 
emergency. The Prime Minister left: 
London again last night from King’s Cross 
to resume his Scottish holiday. He is 
anxious to get on with his fishing, besides 
he is due to spend some time with the 
King and Queen at Balmoral next week. 
No wonder the English are the despair of 
their foreign critics. In Europe events 
seem to be hurrying towards a decision in 
Northern Spain, where Santander is 
almost surrounded by insurgents. In the 
Far East Japan is preparing to annex part 
of North China, and has opened hostilities 
against the Chinese, although there has 
been—and is likely to. be—no official 
declaration of war. In both these areas 
British interests are very much at stake. 
Millions of British capita] are involved 
both’ in China and in Spain. Strategic 
issues of enormous importance are on the 
hazard; yet the Prime Minister of 
England, having just missed the finish of 
the. match between Kent and Middlesex at 
Lord’s, has gone back to his Highland 
salmon stream, apparently impervious to 
the epidemic of political nerves which is 


| sweeping over the world. 


Those foreign observers who attribute 
British Ministers’ seeming indifference 
either to lack of understanding or lack of. 
intelligence, are making a big mistake. 
Mr, Neville Chamberlain probably is just 
as well informed in regard to world affairs 
as any other Prime Minister in Europe; 
but, whereas the continentals like to rush 
around addressing mass meetings atid 
working up their followers to a hysteria 
of unthinking enthusiasm, the British 
prefer to shoot grouse or kill salmon. 
‘This refusal to become unduly excited 
about anything is one of the British 
people’s most remarkable characteristics. 
It may not be so picturesque as the foreigh 
way; but there is much to be said in its 
favour.

‘The 
manipulation of a few knobs gives perfect 
‘—and fool-proof—reception. ‘The wireless 
cngineers, however, are not only concerned 
to improve the present breed; they are 
seeking fresh worlds to see and to hear 
From a cursory examination of this year’s 
exhibition it is obvious that television has 
arrived—and has arrived with the 
determination to conquer, At the moment 
prices are high. The cheapest set costs 60 
guineas, while it is possible to buy one 
that costs a hundred guineas more; but by 
the end of the year one may expect tu seo 
a comparatively big reduction in these 
rates. So numerous are the television 
exhibits that they must take pride of place 
in the present show; but there is another 
important development...

Berlin 


The City of Berlin has concluded a 
week's festivity in celebration of its seven 
hundredth birthday. Precisely when the 
otiginal town.in the sandy Prussian plain 
was founded nobody knows, but there is 
decumentary evidence of the existence of. 
some sort of muhicipality there as early as 
the year 1237, and, therefore, modern 
Berlin feels itself justified in boasting in 
1937 of seven centuries of civic history. 
The Nazi rulers, of course, saw to it that 
the celebrations were thoroughly Aryan. 
Ethnologists, it is true, have held that the 
first settlers on that marshy site were 
Wends, a Slavonic breed; but this theory 
was formed when men of science relied on 
other kinds of evidence than the inspira- 
tions and intuition of the German soul. 
Moreover. the men of science held that the 
Slavs were Aryan, or Indo-European, no 
less than the Teutons; but only Teutonic 
Aryans are reckoned now as the real 
McCoy. The origin of the name Berlin is 
obscure. Some. have held that it is one 
of the many relics of Celtic ‘speech. in 
Germani¢ Europe, and that the lin is the 
same as the lin in Dublin, signifying a 
pool, such as that beside which Berlin was 
built. The Nazis do not favour this sort 
of de-Teutonisation of the past. Argu- 
ments of the kind must be discarded by 
any who would thrive in a realm where a 
Goebbels directs thought. ‘‘ The historic 
and philologic évidence goes to show—,”’ 
the scholars begin, but the Minister for 
Propaganda raps out: j‘I say otherwise, 
and what I say goes.” It is a pity that 
great Germany should bend itself to such 
a mistaken outlook. If Berlin got its 
name from the Celts and its first popula- 
tion from the Slavs, the honour of the 
German people, who have inherited it, 
and have moulded what they received from 
the past into a not-inglorious modern 
‘capital, is not lessened, but enhanced. 
Berlin’s glory is not of ancient date like 
that of the great cities of the Rhine, Its 
éminence is not in learning, like Heidel- 
berg; in music, like Nurnberg; it litera- 
ture, like Weithar; in architecture, like 
Cologne ; in arts and crafts, like Dresden 
and: Leipzig. The spell of Germany— 
which is real and glowing and captivating, 
not less than that of France or Spain— 
lies in the elder cities and the regions from 
which they have risen. Berlin never can 
possess the same splendour of ancient, 
storied fame. However, it has a pride of 
its own: that, being but a new city, with 
a history which goes back no farther than 
the Great Elector, and a fabric which dates

Big crowds turned into the streets to 
meet the advance guard of the insurgent 
army, but they were a furtive crowd, as 
there was still a considerable amount of 
sporadic rifle fre from houses and street 
corners. 
It is thought that the main body of 
General Franco's army will enter the town 
to-night, and not to-morrow, as announced 
earlier by Salamanca, in order to avoid 
the wholesale massacre and destruction 
foreshadowed by yesterday's events. 


‘ ANARCHY AND HORROR ” 


Eye-witness accounts of Santander’s 
last hours under Republican rule were 
given by British refugees when they 
arrived in H.M.S, Keith this evening. One 
of the most graphic is that of Lieutenant 
Gascoyne, a British-Canadian, sometime 
of a British regiment, who joined the 
Basque Nationalists as an artillery officer. 
“When the road to Asturias was cut last 
night,” he said, “ I made up my mind 
to run for it.” With three others he 
stole an open. boat, which had no rudder 
or rowlocks, and pushed off from the river 
bank to the open sea, under rifle fire from 
the shore. : 
“ Last night in Santander,’’ he said, 
‘‘ there was no water, no light, no civil 
organisation, looting and pillaging, with 
indiscriminate firing in every street, not 
the slightest control by the Civil Guards 


plainly seen at a distance of a mile across 
the low-lying maize fields. The blue sea 
in the estuary is sparkling in the sun- 
snine. 

An insurgent column advanced this 
morning from Burgos at a terrific speed. It 
met with no resistance, and covered about 
six miles without a shot being fired. 


BRIDGES REPAIRED 


Tanks and armoured cars dashed ; ‘ong 
the road, followed by lorries and engineers 
with equipment which speedily repaired 
the bridges. The Government forces 
retreated so fast that thev did not blow up 
many bridges, and left the excellent high 
road free for the passage of the insurgent 
iorces. 

The first stand was made at 11 o'clock 
this morning beyond the cross-roads at 
the village of Piedra Selancas, when the 
Government troops opened fire from the 
windows of houses with machine-guns. 
After an hour they retreated, and took 
up the positions which they are now 
holding, while they brought into aztion 
an anti-tank gun, which held up the 
tanks which were rattling down the road.

THE WOOSUNG LANDING 


Severe fighting occurred to-day in the 
neighbourhood of Woosung, at the mouth 
of the Yangtse River, where, according to 
a foreign observer, the Japanese succeeded 
in landing ‘not more than one division of 
troops—about 12,000 men. ' 
The nearness of the fighting to the coast 
suggested that the Japanese claim to have 
advanced two miles was premature. 
Neutral observers ‘reported that the 
Chinese were well prepared for the land- 
ing.: The coast was strewn with machine- 
gun nests, and the Chinese had prepared 
a second line of defence 500 yards behind 
Japanese troops who penetrated the first 
line found themselves in territory sown 
with land mines, which were exploded with 
disastrous results. 


“5,000 WIPED OUT” 


A Nanking despatch reports a telephone 
message Írom the front, received at 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s headquarters, 
which states: ‘‘ Five thousand Japanese 
troops landed at Woosung, and were wiped 
out after a severe engagement this morn- 
ing. One ‘Japanese Brigadier-General and 
a Major in the Air Force were also killed 
in the action. 
‘‘ Meanwhile Chinese troops are fighting 
strongly in the Hongkew and Yangtsepoo 
sectors, and only small detachments of 
Japanese trodps aré af present holding 
out in a narrow strip of territory between 
Hongkew and the river.’’ 
The Japanese claim that the landing was 
carried out according to plan with only 
small losses. 

A number of Japanese transports are 
still lying off Woosung. Shipping men 
say that they include the former White 
Star liner Baltic which Japan bought for 
scrapping. The Baltic carried some of 
the first units of the American -Expedi- 
tionary Force across the Atlantic during 


Japanese shelling of the Chinese posi- 
tions on both sides of the river continued 
to-day. 

The Japanese warships in the Whangpoo 
river and ‘at Woosung kept up a steady 
fire, to which the Chinese artillery replied 
vigorously. | 

The Japanese aircraft again dominated 
the air, devoting most of their attention 
to Pootung. 

Japanese ‘planes also bombed the now 
defunct Kiangnan arsenal, southward of 
Nantao, and stafted a fire which is rapidly 
spreading. 

A dozen new fires have started in the 
eastern district of Shanghai as a result of 
to-day’s gunfire. Buildings surrounáimg 
the Kiangnan arsenal are also going up 
in flames. 

' It is recalled that the first Kiangnan 
arsenal was blown up by Admiral Sey- 
mour, the British Naval Commander, in 
1900, during the Boxer rising. 


DEATH FOR RUMOURS 


The liner Empress of Canada sailed for 
Hong Kong to-day with about 1,000 
refugees, mainly British, including eight 
foreign prisoners. One of them is an 
Indian named Atma Singh, who was 
reprieved after the rope broke when he 
was being hanged for murder. 

The Nanking Government has promul- 
gated a law providing summary execution 
for looters, rumour-mongers, saboteurs, 
traitors and Army commanders who retreat 
without adequate reason. | 
" A mixed battalion of French Annamite 
troops has arrived from Tonking to rein- 
force the 1,000 French Colonial troops 
already in the French Concession. It is 
reported that 5,000 more troops from Indo- 
China will arrive in the course of the next 
three weeks. 


“TACTICAL” WITHDRAWAL 


A high official in Shanghai, in a state- 
ment to the Press to-day, said :—' Some 
Chinese troops to-day began to withdraw a 
certain distance from the north station 
sector for tactical reasons.”’ 

He explained that this line would change 
the positions in certain sectors, but the 
north station itself was still held by 
Chinese troops. 

It was authoritatively stated to-day that 
the First Chinese Division was manning 
positions northward of Soochow Creek, 
where they had replaced militiamen. 
North of Soochow Creek lies the eastern 
district: of the International Settlement, 
scene of heavy fighting and destructive 
fires in the past few davs.
